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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office action is in response to the appUcant's amendment received 1/23/04 (Paper 
No. 5). The amendments to the specification and the claims have been entered. AppUcant's 
remarks v^ere considered, with the results set forth as following. 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly fi-om an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 



reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Croy et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,476,825, hereinafter referred to as "Croy"). 

Regarding claim 1, Croy teaches a communication system comprising a base station 100 
and a remote communication device3jOO, which comprises: a key-input section 230; display

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memory (RAM) 244 for storing key-input information input by the key-input section 230 for 
displaying on a display section 246 (LCD 246); a non-volatile memory section 222 for storing 
software application as operational procedure, key-input information selected by the user using 
function keys 310 and 31 1, or softkeys from the menus or selection lists as the key-input 
information displayed on the display 240; see figures 1-3; col. 5, lines 22-56; col. 7, lines 1-7, 
lines 47-58; a control section 220 (a microcontroller 220) for executing operational procedure by 
sequentially executing selected series of key-input information as a sequence of combinations of 
keys (Croy teaches that the microcontroller 220 executes operational procedure illustrated by 
figures 4-11 for sequentially executing selected series of screen displays of menu items provided 
by a sequence of command selections using combinations of the function keys); see figures 12- 
21; col. 14, line 25 to col. 17, line 15. 

Regarding claims 2-22, Croy also teaches: (i) key-input information in the form of menu 
or selection lists having assigned function names, e g. TV-Program, Topic, Time, Movies, Sport, 
etc., see figures 12-21; (ii) the use of soflkeys disposed in the key-input section 230, col. 5, lines 
41-42; (iii) a soflkey menu for enrolling or settings, e.g. setting the time, see col. 16, lines 66-67; 
(iv) the microcontroller 220 makes a window display of an indication for confirming the settings 
for starting execution, see figures 21, 24 and 51 ; (v) a capability for transmitting and receiving 
email or accessing to a specific site on the Intemet using modem5618, see figure 56; col. 24, 
line54 to col. 25, line 4. Claims 2-22 are dependent upon the base claim 1, and are rejected on 
the same reasons set forth in claim 1, and by the reasons noted above. 
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Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-22 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
